Says . Public Sets 
Price Of Coal 


The consuming public itself) sets 
the price of bituminous coal ac- 
cording to a statement issued yester- 
day by the National Coal association. 

“Qne .portion of the final report 
of the United States Coal commission 
which seems to have heen almost 
disregarded, is the finding that there 
is no evidence of any combination 
or monopoly among producers and 
shippers of bituminous coal, now or 
at any time sufficient to control 
preduction or prices. the statement 
said. This statement was made by 
ihe commission twice, the first time 
in the report on irregular produc- 
tion, made public a fed days in 
advance of the final report of the 
commission. 

“The report of the commission on 
irregular production also contained 
the statement that the immediate 
cause of high and exorbitant prices 
of soft coal is a demand from buyers 
far in excess of the supply. ,, 

“The only reason for such demand 
is that consumers largely fail to 
buy coal during the spring and 


to shut down because there 
market for their product, 
way to store coal at the mines.
